In response to the amendment filed March 28, 2003, in which the applicant's have 
canceled claims 6, 8-13, 17, 23, and 25-26, amends claims 1, 2, 4, 7, 14, 18, 19, 21, and 24, and 
claims 1-8, 7, 14-16, 18-22, and 24 are pending in this office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-5, 14-16, and 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Brandstetter M27. 

3. Brandstetter discloses a game machine having a wager to initiate play of a game on the 
gaming machine, randomly selecting an outcome^fjerthe game from a plurality of possible 
outcomes, awarding a monetary payout from the gaming machine for a winning outcome, 
dispensing a tangible sweepstakes entry from the gaming machine in response to a 
predetermined criteria, submitting the sweepstakes entry to enter the sweepstakes without 
involving the gaming machine, and conducting the sweepstakes after the sweepstakes entry is 
dispensed from the gaming machine as recited in claims 1,14, and 18; the predetermined criteria 
includes selected outcome being a predetermined one or more of the plurality of possible 
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outcomes as recited in claims 2, 15 and 19; the predetermined one or more of the plurality of 
possible outcomes are associated with a payout exceeding a predetermined threshold as recited in 
claims 3, 16, and 20; the predetermined criteria includes the selected outcome being associated 
with a payout exceeding a predetermined threshold as recited in claims 4 and 21 ; dispensing a 
sweepstakes entry occurs in response to a predetermined outcome selected in the game as recited 
in claims 5 and 22; and the entry is pre-printed with identifying indicia as recited in claims 7 and 
24. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8, 7, 14-16, 18-22, and 24 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
